Columbus, Ohio, Aug. 25.—The con- 
lost between Mayor Tom L. Johnson 
of Clev eland and John L. Zimmerman 
of Springfield for the Democratic gub­ 
ernatorial nomination, although with­ 
in a few hours of decisiv e action, is 
as much disputed as ev er. 
At the 
headquarters of each candidate the 
most confident claims are giv en ou t 
At the same time the forces of both 
candidates are work ing not only with 
th# uninstructed delegates, but also 
with those who are instructed. 
Zim­ 
merman, with many followers, is here 
in charge of his canv ass. While John­ 
son did not arriv e until neon today 
with a special trainload of friends 
from Clev eland, his m anagers had 
been v ery activ e. 
The city is filled 
with Johnson p ortraits and banners 
and with electric light displays of his 
fam iliar face, while buttons are giv en 
out in large numbers. 
Following the 
withdrawal of Book walter as the John­ 
son candidate for senator, the Zim­ 
merman men inaugurated a raid on 
the Johnson rank s, claiming that tbs 
instructions for Johnson for gov ernor 
applied only to the balloting on Wed 
neaday and not to the selection of 
members of credentials, resolutions, 
etc.

of weak ness and insisted that the in 
structions applied to the selection of 
members of the new state central com­ 
m ittee and the entire organization of 
the conv ention.
